Mr. Dorsheimer then particularized which 
of Mr. Manning’s papers had come through 
the Marble channel and which through the 
Webster channel. Said he: Sidney Web- 
ster is incalculably the master of those two 
men and an odd character for the United 
States to have. He is the son-in-law of 
Hamilton Fish, and of the Daniel Web- 
ster family, I think, as well, of Massa- 
chusetts. He has been brought up in diplo- 
macy and in the State Department. He was 
the private secretary of Franklin Pierce a 
third of a century ago, was Secretary of Lega- 
tion in England, and has been the Spanish 
attorney in New York for a great many 
years.

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THE FINAL HOUR AT HAND 


“LITTLE PHIL” NEAR THE CLOSE OF 
LIFE’S BATTLE, 


A Great Change for the Worse Took Place 
Yesterday Afternoon—He Lapsed Into 
Unconsciousness and for a Time It Was 
Thought the Military Chieftain Had 
Passed Away—A Keview of the Gen- 
eral’s Sickness So Far as Publicly 
Known. 

WasHineton, D. C., June 4.—[ Special.] — 
Gen. Sheridan hes in a deathly stupor. A 
great change for the worse took place about 
2:30 o’clock this afternoon. The General was 
taken with a bad hemorrhage of the iungs, 
which was followed by another failure of the 
heart. The doctors labored with the most 
powerful remedial agents known. The gal- 
vanic battery which was taken to the house 
some time ago to be used in an emergency 
Was at once put to work. N 

The blood from the lungs was so black that 
it showed how fearfully diseased the Gen- 
eral’s whole system is. He coughed himself 
into unconsciousness; then the heart beat so 
faintly that its pulsation could not be feit at 
all, and every one at the bedside treared all 
was over. But in a few moments the faintest 
sign of life could be discerned. The doctors 
went to work with the battery, and slowly 
the sick man regained a hittle vitality. He 
recognized no one around him, but rallied 
enough to be given narcotics, and then 
dozed off into the restiess sleep which the 
opiates produced. It was hours betore the 
doctors ventured to say he had still a few 
hours of life left. 

Towards 8 o’clock this evening-he grew un- 
easy, and for a few minutes it was feared 
that the final failure of the heart was at 
hand. But this passed away and then:the 
bulletin was issued. 

As usual, it gave no news, merely stating 
what was already known, that the hemor- 
rhage had come on and the patient was in a 
precarious condition. As soon as the bul- 
letin was ready Col. Kellogg took a cab and 
carried it to the White House, where Presi- 
dent Cleveland was anxiously waiting word 
from the sick chamber. 

A message was also sent to Gen. Sherman 
in New York, while Dr. Pepper at Phila 
delphia had the benefit of details not given 
in the bulletin. After this everything in the 
house indicated an anxious night. Many peo- 
ple called, but only a few of the General’s 
most intimate friends were admitted. All 
they could learn was that thé immediate 
crisis had been tided over and there was not 
likely to be any change for some hours. 

The attack which came during the after- 
noon had been foreshadowed ali day. The 
unfavorable change in the patient’s symp- 
toms last night found him with none of the 
strength he lost by the previous attack re- 
gained. In the words of the physicians, he 


had barely held his own after the relapse } 


Memorial-Day, and this meant he had really 
been getting worse. The 5o’clock bulletin 
this morning was so non-committal that it 
was rightly interpreted to mean that Gep. 
Sheridan was growing worse, and the talk 
about climatic changes causing the embar- 
rassment of the pulse and breathing misled 
no one. All through the morning the 
doctors were battling to ward off 
the further relapse which was plainly 
coming, while Gen. Sheridan was only 
half conscious: and could not give them 
the aid of his strong will The only persons 
in the sick-room were Col. Mike Sheridan, 
Mrs. Sheridan, and the doctors. The Gen- 
eral's aides remain in the adjoining room, 
but they never enter the sick-room unless 


summoned. In fact, fewer persons have seen | 


the General than has been supposed. Twice 
only have the chridren been with him, and 
then it was during’ his spells of temporary 
improvement, when he did not seem so ill. 
Father Chapelle was with him today fora 
time, but he was not . When the 
hemorrhage attacked him Mrs. Sheridan and 
two of the doctors were with him, while the 
other physicians were at once sent 
for. The children were at a  neigh- 
bor’s and knew nothing of the immi- 
nent peril of their father. They played 
about till dark. Then Miss Rucker came to 
the door and sent a servant to bring them 
home. Little Phil was playing ball in the 
street and having a good time. The twins 
and their sister Mary came scampering from 
the neighbor’s, followed. by some of their 
little playmates. They quieted at the sight 
of the sober faces which met them in the 
house, but were taken to their rooms with- 
out knowing what had happened. 

About 10 o’clock Gen. Rucker, with his 
wife and daughter, came from the house. 
They were going home to spend the night. 
„Gen. Sheridan is about the same,” said 
Gen. Rucker, sadiy; there has been no 
change for the better.“ A few minutes later 
Col. Blunt came out. It's serious, was all 
he said as he hurried away. . 

Dr. Pepper arrived a littie before 8 o’clock. 
On his arrival it was stated that there had 
been scarcely any change in Gen. Sheridan’s 
condition. The stupor seemed to be wearing 
away, and he recognized persons about his 
bedside. He was, however, excessively 
weak, but it was said there had been no fur- 
ther congestion. It is expected that Dr. 
Pepper will remain longer than he has here- 
tofore, and he may watch the patient for an 
hour or so before the consultation is held, 


The Latest from the Sick Man. 

WasnHineton, D. C., June 5—12:40 a. m. 
Special.] —At 12:30 o’ciock this morning the 
doctors apparently do not look for any 
change in Gen. Sheridan’s condition before 
daylight. The bulletin said there had been 
no material change since the last report, and 
he had been sleeping restfully all the even- 
ing. It was further stated that there would 
be no more bulletins during the night. 

The restfulness of which the doctors 
speak is due entirely to narcotics. What is 
calied sleep is in fact semi-unconsciousness 
coming from the medicines. When the effect 
of these wears off the danger will be that 
they cannot be again used with effect, and 
the General is likely to die from sheer weak- 
ness. Dr. Pepper has been again telegraphed 
for, and will probably bein from Philadelphia 
before morning. His presence is wanted not 
merely for consultation, but also in order 
that he may be at hand Avhen the crisis, 
which is sure to come, is reached. Whether 
his skill can do auything beyond prolonging 
the General’s life for a few hours is doybt- 
ful. 

At 1 o’clock the situation was the same as 
at midnight, with no signs of any change in 
Gen. Sheridan’s condition. Col. Kellogg and 
one or two of the others had gone home to 
sleep till daybreak, and everything about the 
house was quiet. 


THE GENERAL’S SICKNESS REVIEWED. 


The Outside World Knows but Little of 
the Detalls of the Illness. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 4—[Special.]— 
Gen. Sheridan’s illness began two weeks ago 
Saturday. That day he was taken sick with 
what then appeared to be the mere fatigue 
incident to his Western trip, when he spent 
five consecutive nights on a sleeping-car. 
Two weeks ago today the case assumed a 
serious aspect. There was a tailure of the 
heart to act, and at one time the General was 
believed to be dead. This fact was so closely 
concealed by his physicians, acting, 
it is said, under strict military or- 
ders, that it did not become public 
until the day following. Even then 
every effort was made to keep the facts from 
the public. This ied to a misconception of the 
disease by those on the outside at the start, 
and what was known to the doctors to be 


act, . 
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| that the doctors began taking the public into 


confidence to the extent of issuing bulletins 
on the case. These were unsatisfactory, and 
spoke vaguely about the failure of the heart 
to act and cedema in the legs, Dut even up to 
this time no intelligent of the case 
has been given out. Possi one may be 
made public hereafter, but. not until then 
will it be generally known just what tne gal- 
lant soldier has had to grapple with in this 
great crisis. em 

Since the relapse of May 25 Gen. Sheridan 
has had seyeral similar ks, each one of 
which left him weaker than Before. At the 
start there was trouble with the liver and 
this was where the greatest danger lay. 
From the liver the disease went to the heart, 
then to the lungs, while it was believed that 
the kidneys were also affects With such 
a complication of diseases mate recovery 
was of course impossible. It is understood 
that the physicians did not entirely agree on 
the diagnosis. The mode of treatment was 
varied from time to time to meet the new 
conditions. At first digitalis was adminis- 
tered, but this was too powerful, and as soon 
as its work in revitalizmg the heart was 
done milder remedies had to be given, 
among \them a powerful nervine. When 
the lungs began to get clogged oxygen 
was given and had a beneficial effect. A 
temporary improvement was also noted when 
the liver was relieved by cathartics, but this 
left the system greatly weakened. The four 


army surgeons, with Dr. O'Reilly at their 


head, who were first called into the case, did 
not call in outside assistance until last Thurs- 
day, when Dr. Lincoin of Washington and 
Dr. Pepper of Philadelphia were asked to at- 
tend for consultation. Dr. Lincoln was se- 
lected by Mrs. Sheridan and Dr. Pepper was 
the choice of Dr. O'Reilly. Since that time 
local jealousies seem to have kept Dr. Lin- 
coln out of the case. Dr. OReilly was never 
prominent until he was officially detailed to 
attend the President’s rheumatic complaint. 
It is possible, of course, that the treatment 
of Gen. Sheridan's case has been all that 
could have been done, but the doctors in at 
tendance succeeded in arohsing the belief 
that they were afraid to let the full facts go 
to the public for fear ot adverse criticism 
from other members of the profession.

TERRIBLE WORK BY FIRE, 


Eleven Lives Lost in a Burning Hotel in 
Texas. 

Rockpaln, Tex., June 4—/|Special.]—A 
fire occurred here this morning in which 
eleven lives were lost, and several people 
were seriously injured. The fire originated 
in the office of the Mundine Hotel, a three- 
story brick structure, and was discovered at 
8o’clock. The flames spread with wonderful 
rapidity. Outof the thirteen people known 
to have been in the hotel only two escaped 
with their tives. Following is the list of 
dead so far as known: 

ISAAC CROWN, a young business-man of 
Rockdale. 

PEMBERTON PIERCE, representing George 
Zeigler of Philadelphia, 

MRS. W. A. BROOKS, wife of the proprietor 
of the hotel. 

BROOKS, four sons, aged & 6, 9, and 15 years 
respectively. 

J. F. BRISCOE, wife, and two children. 

The hotel register was burned, and it is 
not improbable that other lives were lost. 
D. M. Oldham, representing a Galveston 
firm, escaped uninjured. He occupied a room 
in the second story. He was awakened by a 
roaring, cracking sound and thought a storm 
had arisen. Later he detected smoke in his 
room, and, opening the door, he saw the hall 
fullof flames. He at once closed the door 
and escaped by crawling out on the roof ofa 
veranda and sliding downa post. Oldham 
had just reached the ground when he saw 
Pemberton Pierce rush out on the 
veranda enveloped in fire. Pierce 
leaped to the ground, striking on his 
head. He broke his neck, dying 
instantly. Dr. W. A. Brooks, the proprietor 
of the hotel, had to be taken from the build- 
ing by force.

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 4.—From the first 
there has been something queer about the 
attitude of the Ohio delegation.

Forty-four delegates voted for the resolution 
and two delegates did not vote. 

New York and many other States were 
simply waiting to see hat action Ohio would 
take and at their meeting this evening joined 
the Thurman on. Goy. Gray’s man- 

babiy will not put their favorit's 
name before the convention. 

The nomination of Thurman, which now 
seems a foregone conclusion, is not satis- 
factory to hundreds of delegates who have 
been impressed by talk concerning his age 
and infirmity. e cry of the Gray boomers: 
“You want Indiana in November, don’t 
you! How are 7s going to win with- 
out Indiana, and how are you going 
to carry Indiana without an Indiana man on 
the ticket?“ has been used with so much ef- 
fect that many delegates believe a serious 
mistake is being made in the nomination of 
aman 75 years old who lives in a State 
which is generally regarded as reliably Re- 
publican. Had Gorman stood faithf by 
Gray the Thurman tide might have been 
stayed, but without Gorman the candidacy 
of the Indiana men feil to pieces for lack of 
suppor : 

Gorman’s abandonment of Gray means a 

deal more than the nomination of 
urman. It means a truce between the 
two factions ofr the party which have been 
skirmishing before each other’s position for 
two or three days.

PUSHING THE WATERWAYS. 


The Peoria Resolutions Being Urged upon 
the Democrats. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., June 4.— The Executive Com- 
mittee appointed by the Peoria Waterways 
Convention of October, 1887, of which Judge 
Prendergast of Chicago is Chairman, met 
here tonight and prepared a request to be 
presented to the Committee on Platform of 
the National Democratic Convention tomor- 
row for an opportunity to lay before the 
committee the resolutions of the Peoria con- 
vention. The request sets forth that the 
convention consisted of over 600 delegates 
from various States; that the project con- 
templated is to connect the Great Lakes with 
the Mississipp River and so with the 
Guif of Mexico, so as to provide a 


commodious “edo stage | for commerce 
and for defense 0 the Northern 
frontier in time of war. The plank pre- 
pared for indorsement by the Democratic 
party tomorrow is broader even than this, 
to meet the views of New York and the 
East, and recommends also connecting the 
lakes for similar purposes with the Hudson 
River and Atlantic. The request shows the 
progress already made in Congress and the 
approval of the Memphis National Water- 
ways Convention and of the Farmers’ Na- 
tional Congress held in November in Chi- 


cago.

PORTLAND, Ore., June 4.—[Special.]—The 
election today has been warmly contested 
not only in tne city but all over the State. 
The fight has been a triangular one, but there 
is every indication that the Prohibition vote 
is not as large as it was expected to be. The 
main interest in the contest centres in Con- 
rressman and the legislative ticket, as a 

Ow- 
ing to the length of the ticket the countis 
proceeding slowly and returns from various 
points in the State are coming in tardily. 
From the latest and most authentic sources 
the indications are that the Republicans 
have carried the State by a majority of 1,800 
to 2,500.

They Say His Record and fympathies Are

The Anti-Cleveland Union were guided in 
their opposition to Cleveland principally 
through his record as Governor.

Large and Enthesiastic Gathering of Ital- \ 


dans to Do Honor to the Occasion—Mayor 
Hewitt Among the Officials Present and 
Delivers an Address—Blondin's Return 
to America After Years of Absence—An 
Actor Suing for Divorce. 

New York, June 4.—/[Special.]—Washing- 
ton Square this morning was gay with parti- 
colored flags, and the atmosphere was vocal 
with sprightly Italian melody. The event 
which called them forth was the unveiling of 
the Garibaldi statue. All Italian societies 
and bands were out in full regalia. The 
park was crowded. The statue stands in 
the centre of the park, and close by was 
erected a grand stand. The procession 
marched up to the statue and stood under 
arms while the twenty bands present played 
martial melodies.

it by taxation shall be abandoned. This will 
hardly be satisfactory. If 20 per cent of 
the license tees is to be used in compensating 
saloonkeepers it will be so much withdrawn 
from the publio funds available for other 
purposes and must be made up by taxation. 
Not many of the Liberal-Unionists will agree 
to a compromise of this kind. Some, how- 
ever, will make it a pretext for supporting 
the Government. A Tory defeat now would 
mean a dissolution of Parliament, and proba- 
bly not half a dozen out of the sixty or sev- 
enty Unionists would stand the least chance 
of reélection as opposed to the Gladstonians. 
They will make their way back to the Lib- 
eral fold gradually. Their chances for re- 
election will be improved by pursuing this 
policy. 


Con. R. G. IxornsOLL's rather sarcastic re- 
marks concerning Cleveland's anxiety to 
have Thurman aominated for Vice-President 
on the Democratic ticket with him will be 
appreciated by the friends of, the “Old 
Roman.”

JUDGE GRESHAM’S WABASH DECISION. 

We have been asked by a number of Tris- 
UNE readers to put into plain language a 
statement of Judge Gresham's Wabash de- 
cision,’ as many persons have but a vague 
and unsatisfactory idea of the case. We shall 
try to do so. ‘ 

The successive steps by which Jay Gould 
and his Wall street associates accomplished 
the great Wabash wrecking swindle were as 
follows: 

1. Buying up ata few cents on the dollar a 
number of local lines in Indiana and Illinois 
and organizing them (including seventeen 
that had never paid operating expenses, much 
less interest on bonds or dividends on stock) 
into a system of “ predestined bankruptcy.”’ 
These roads were already bonded and mort- 
gaged beyond their value or earning capacity. 
They were built largely by local subscrip- 


| tions and were apparently destined to bank- 


ruptey from the beginning, but their ruin 


into the “ Wabash system,” as he called the 
combine. 3 

2. Blanket-mortgaging this so-called sys- 
tem” for 50 millions of dollars, although its 
component lines were already bonded under 
prior mortgages for their full value. The 
Gould ring solid seventeen millions of the vir- 
tually bogus bonds at par and pocketed the 
money of the fleeced investors. 

3. Unloading 50 millions of stock, com- 

mon and preferred,“ of the “system”’ by 
means of a forced balance, which made it ap- 
pear that in the first year of its existence the 
„Great Wabash” earned $860,000 above op- 
erating expenses and fixed charges, and was 
able a year later to pay a dividend of 7 per 
cent on preferred stock, amounting to $1,329,- 
000. Investors hurried to secure stock in this 
guided but rotten system of “predestined 
bankruptcy,’”’ and by improving the shining 
hours the wreckers * cleaned up” $47,550,000 
before the inevitable collapse. Ten months 
alter the payment of the 7 per cent dividend 
the system showed a deficit of $1,900,000, 
which was afterward swollen to over $10,000,- 
000. . 
4. Leasing the organized system of fraud 
and false pretense to the Iron Mountain 
Road, wich increased the deficit $5,000,000, 
and then securing from a strangely com- 
pliant Federal Judge at St. Louis-the ap- 
pointment of receivers selected by Gould & 
Co., so that the management of the bankrupt 
road should be contanued jn the hands of its 
wreckers and the property be kept out of the 
hands of its creditors, the only persons hav- 
ing a valid right to the control of the com- 
pany or system.“ 

This was the situation of the Wabash Road 
when it was brought before Judge Gresham 
two years ago. It would be impossible to 
find another instance where after such 
wholesale swindling of investors and the 
final bankruptcy of a corporation a court con- 
tinued the wreckers and robbers in charge 
by appointing their creatures receivers. 
Such, however, was the action of an old, 
worn-out Judge at St. Louis. who was doubt- 
less grossiy imposed upon and acted in ig- 
norance of Gould’s freeze-out schemes. Un- 
fortunately this same Judge issued from time 
to time just the orders needed by the Gould 
receivers to further certain schemes of 
freeze-out, funding, and manipulation by 
which some of the earlier bondholders were 
to be coerced into giving up their prior 
claims. . 

Ordinarily when a matter involving in this 
manner control of a bankrupt corporation 
should come before Judge Gresham he would 
be required by judicial courtesy to accept the 
prior decisions of his brother Judge at St. 
Louis and continue the policy adopted by the 
court that appointed the receivers: but the 
attempted fraud was so glaring that it awoke 
Gresham’s indignation at once, and he at- 
tacked it boldly, notwithstanding it was for- 
tifled by the strangely friendly decisions of 

the United States Court at St. Louis and had

sured an honest management of the prop- 
erty. Never before had a court so boldly at- 
tacked a railroad fraud that had a bundred 
millions behind it. The honest public broke 
at once into hearty applause, and muttered 
threats against Gresham came from the most 
disreputable quarters of Wall street. 0, 
ho,” said Jay Gould with satanic glee, we 
have another candidate for President — and 
the public caught at the suggestion. 
Whatever support Judge Gresham may re- 
ceive from persons who admire the stern 
honesty and fearlesness of his course as a 
Judge it cannot be doubted he will be hotly 
opposed by the Goulds, Sages, Hopkinses, 
and Dilions. Itis this element that is now 
back of the attempt to combine the field ”’ 
against Gresham, and failing in that they 
will give their sympathies and contributions 


to Cleveland. Can any one doubt the result 


with Greshamism on one side and Gouldism 
on the other? Can the Republican party de- 
sire a better issue than that presented in tne 
Wabash case wherein an honest, fearless, 
keen-sighted Judge proceeded to rip up a 
stupendous fraud in behalf of public moral- 


ity? 


CANADA AND PAUPERS FROM ENGLAND. 

The Tory spirit which gave Washington 80 
much trouble during the Revolution has sur- 
vived on the other side of the line that de- 
vides Canada from the United States. The 
chief element in it is respect for English 
law and English precedent, no matter what 
the principle of the law may be or how far. 
civilization may have passed ahead of the 
precedent. This spirit crosses the border 
from Canada tothe United States in indi- 
viduals who carry their Toryism with them, 
and never are able to get rid of its stupidity 
and its viciousness. 

They are growing more and more unpopu- 
lar in Canada. The conviction has beer 
deepening in the intelligent Canadian mind 
that laws derive their right to be respected 
only out of their inherent righteousness. 
Precedents are losing that artificial vitality 
which only superstition or impotency can 
give apart from reasop and sound sense. It 
has been one of the practices of English 
statesmanship to use the American seaports 
as dumping ground for Britis} human ref- 
use. Our own ports have suffered 80 
severely in this that action has; been several 
times taken by our Government to remind 
the British authorities who manipulate as- 
sisted emigration ’’ that we will send back 
every immigrant whose character violates 
our statutes. The emptying upon us of the 
poorhouses filled by oppressive landlords was 
stopped by President Arthur. 

Canada has suffered more in consequence. 
While the immigrants, incapable through ig- 
norance o¢ vice to serve the Dominion as use- 
ful units in her population, were carried 
away North and deposited on barren plains 
or left to fraeze in her Arctic belts, there 
was no outchy in the Canadian press. But 
the truth abut the climate, the inaccessibil- 
ity of markets, and tne remoteness of the 
alleged farming“ country reached the 
home Government in a way that compelled it 
to change its tactics even in Canada; and re- 
cently the “assisted immigrants” have been 
left to s._rve in the Canadian cities, pre- 
cisely as they used to be in the cities of the 
United States before an effective notice 
was served upon her Majesty’s Ministers. 
Now the Canadian press is crying out against 
this abuse, and the first business of the new 
Commissioner who has recently sailed to his 
post in London will be to secure its stoppage. 
Canadian Toryism was violently shocked by 
the candor and manliness with which the 
protest has been uttered. But the genuine 
patriotism of the Canadian people has tri- 
umphed over Canadian Toryism precisely as 
American patriotism triumphed over Ameri- 
can Toryism. Some of the toadies and flunkies 
who have been prating about devotion to 
the mother country’’ have been sharply re- 
minded that the duty of a mother is to pro- 
tect her brood, not tooppress it; and in rela- 
tion to this undesirable immigration the con- 
sciousness in the Canadian mind 1s now per- 
fectly clear that the time has come for Can- 
ada to protect her own people and keep her 
local taxes down. 

The spurious plea of overpopulation in the 
British islands, which has been the excuse 
for “assistinc ’’ emigration, has never been 
fully appreciated by those who have not 
studied the conditions surrounding life in 
those islands. “Overpopulation” is a po- 
intical falsehood invented for landlord ac- 
commodation. While England imports food 
there is no good reason for not tilling her 
idle soil. The only reason why so many mill- 
ions of acres of tillable land are running to 
waste in the British islands is that tne land- 
lords will not let it at reasonable figures. 
The population that might be pleasantly and 
wisely kept at home raising food is shipped— 
penniless and without skill for bread-win- 
ning—to foreign countries, where they suffer 
cruelly, increase taxation, and level down 
wages. Canada should keep up her protest 
against assisted emigration.” There is 
plenty of land unoccupied in the British 
Kingdom. There is no good reason for keep- 
ing it idle and compelling young and strug- 
Kling communities in the New World to take 
care of those who ought to be permitted 
till it. : 


FADISM RUN WILD. 
It is undoubtedly true that there is an ex- 
cess of some kinds of teaching in the city 
schools. There is too much of mere touch- 
and-go instruction which leaves no perma- 
nent impression, and too much puttering 
with a large variety of abstract studies un- 
suited for early youth. Revision of class 
work is demanded, but not for the purpose of 
turning the school hours over to every fresh 
phase of fadism. 

To get rid of one set of fads only for the 
purpose of making place for others is folly, 
and the proposal of certain well-meaning 
women to add cooking to the regular course 
of instruction during school hours in the 
public buildings must be looked upon as only 
anew fad. Cooking is one of the highest 
accomplishments which women can acquire. 
Housework, with its numerous little subdi- 
visions of domestic skill, instead of losing 
importance with the increase of scien- 
tific apparatus and the improvement of 
all domestic service, gains with the 
intelligence and refinement of the time. 
It would assuredly be better for girls and 
boys to know how to cook than to know 
how to parse if they can learn only one of 
these two. But happily they can learn both. 
* is doubtful whetner the public-school 
building is the proper place for both. 

The time of children in the public schools 
is really needed for thorough grounding in 
the subjects which lie at the foundation of 
all knowledge. Much of that time has been 
wasted. To add cooking to the studies of 
those few hours might be to insure the waste 
of still more of it. Cooking, like other forms 
of domestic arts, should have a place in Sat- 
urday’s work, and the cooking-schools should 
be elsewhere than in public-school 
require 
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which sewing, drawing, mending; ’ 
and housewiving are taught. In them be- 
longs also cooking.

It is probable that the Gazette overestimates 
Judge Gresham’s strength on the first ballot 
in some of the States, but at the same time 
the Washington journal underestimates his 
foliowing in other States, as in Mississipi, 
Nebraska, and Texas. Some States from 
which Judge Gresham will obtain votes from 
the outset are also omitted from the table, as 
Delaware, where three of the delegates are 
said to be outspoken Gresham men, and 
North Carolina, where Gresham will get 
seven or eight votes to begin with.

urably correct, there is little doubt of

When the “favorit sons” are dropped 
on the second formal baliot, certainly 
on the third, Gresham will get the 22 votes of 
Wisconsin. He will have their silent sup- 
port and the moral effect of this vote 
from the start, making in addition to the 
votes credited to him in the above table 
855, or within 54 of a nomination. Indiana 
will give him at least half this number on the 
second ballot if tue other half refuses to sup- 
port him a little farther on. The people of 
Indiana don’t want the honor of furnishing 
the candidate to slip out of their fingers 
through John C. New’s pigheadedness or any 
other man’s perverse stupidity. This will be 
understood by Gresham’s supporters from 
other States, who will ada Indiana’s vote to 
his column in all their mental caiculatious. 
Iowa will not be far behind Indiana, and New 
Jersey, Michigan, and Connecticut will fur- 
nish all the votes that may be necessary, 
more in fact, after their favorit sons are out 
of the race. Half or more than halfof the 
60 votes that are yet reckoned for Blaine 
despite his peremptory declination may be 
set down for Gresham. 

fhe Gazette estimates Sherman’s strength 
at 179. When the convention settles down 
to the serious work of nomination Gresham 
is certain to get many votes from the original 
Sherman men. And, as predicted, there is 
little doubt that the great Indiana soldier, 
statesman, and jurist will grow in strength 
every day until the convention meets and 
nominates him. The more his character and 
record are studied, the closer they are in- 
vestigated, the more prudent and patriotic 
will his nominawon appear. 


A DOMESTIC MATTER. 

With the first warm days of June there is 
likely to be a hastily-formed resolve to get 
the women and children of the household out 
of the city into the country. The program, 
which, like certain flowers, is an annual, is 
not wholly irrational. The chief reason lead- 
ing to its adoptuon is fear of heat. It is 
true that in some American cities the ther- 
mometer reaches a high point early in the 
summer and does not descend until late in 
the autumn. But, while this is true of New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Brooklyn, Cin- 
cinnati, and St. Louis, itis not true of Chi? 
cago. Our thermometer takes an occasional 
ascent, especially in August and early Sep- 
tember; but, unless affected by phenomenal 
heat waves sweeping over great areas of the 
entire country, it is well known that Chicago 
is the coolest iarge city in the United States. 

Nevertheless, people who live in Chicago 
are distressed by heat in summer. The cause 
isin their artificial, not in their natural, en- 
vironment. They wear clothing unsuitable 
for heated months. The selection of 
right textures for heat is a question which, 
unfortunately, the American people are not 
permitted to settle according to science or 
good sense. For cold weather woolen cloth- 
ing is comfortable and healthful. for warm 
weatherjlinen or silk is better. Silk is a lux- 
ury which few can afford to indulge in, espe- 
cially for large families of little ones. But 
linen ought to be as common as good calico. 
Linen is the proper texture for warm weath- 
er for adults and children equally. Like silk 
it is a non-conductor of heat. It is produced 
cheaply in many foreign countries. Our own 


For the double reason that we do not produce 
itin any considerabie quantity and that we 
“urgently need it for health and comfort it 
ought to be brought into our markets as abun- 
dantly and sold as cheaply as possible. 
Butitis not cheap. It is dear. It is not 
the cost of production that makes it dear. 
It is a custom-house tax which is levied for 
no good reason. It does not operate to pro- 


} tecta native manufacture. It is not neces- 


sary to meet the expenses of the General 
Government. The customs tax on linen has 
not either of the justifications which ultra- 
tariff advocates urge in relation to other 
taxed imports. The question of the cheap- 
ness of linen is one which comes directly 
home to every American household with the 
coming of the warm weather. If this cool 
and clean manufacture could be had at prices 
within moderate means the necessity of 
driving wife and little ones out of their own 
comfortable homes, their well-aired hair 
beds and pleasant romping rooms, into stuffy 
country houses with hard beds, tepid drink- 
ing water, thin milk—for good milk is not 
always brought in picturesque pails from 
verdant pastures by the rural Phyllis—in- 
ferior food, and stifling dust would not pre- 
sent itself with the force it acquires from 
the high price of the only kind of cool 
clothing suited for our climate and the means 
of our people. 

People who have tried the rumored charms 
of a summer in the country sre not likely to 
yearn fora second series of them the year 
foliowing the first. Ia Chicago, at least, the 
temperature at which houses can be kept by 
excluding the sun is low enougn for perfect 
eemfort, generally speaking, if the clothing 
were only altered to meet the rise in tem- 
perature which is inevitable. Few have 
taken the trouble to reflect that it is 
the much-vaunted protective tariff that 
makes them suffer unnecessary and worse 
than unprofitable summer pangs. For the 
tariff on linen cannot be defended on grounds 


of logic or necgs sity. 


Lorp CakRINGTON, the British Governor of 
New South Wales, has informed Lord Salis-

become just formidable enough to bring 
about a concentration of the narrow elements 
of the party upon some other man. But if 
the Republicans want to make an impression 
upon the United States and prevent the 
Democracy from being a long time in posses- 
sion of this Government, this is their hour 
and year to bury their factions and take up 
a man who seems marked out for their salva- 
tion. They will not soon again have it in 
their power to pick up a clean, strong, honest 
Judge, soldier, and public minister like that. 
He would bring back to the Republicah party 
its native health. He is one of those few men 
who can deal with the greatest emergencies 
so swiftly that the danger is passed before it 
has commenced. When he was in Arthur’s 
Cabinet some of these trading Indiana poli- 
ticians got up a movement for Gresham to be 


President, and under color of it they sent a 


fellow to Washington te levy assessments in 
the Post-Office Department to be taken out 
to Indiana and divided up or otherwise used. 
As soon as Gresham heard of this he pounced 
on the fellow and had him arrested. His cir- 
culars were gathered up and destroyed. He 
produced a fright on the subject, for the 
civil-service rules were then in effect, which 
lasted during nearly the whole of that Aa- 
ministration. When his action had been ef- 
fective he said to the parties he had seized: 
‘You ought to be prosecuted, but I think the 
public necessity will be satisfied with what 
has already happened to you, sol shall not 
press your prosecutions, but do not come 
back here again.’ Now there you had an in- 
stance worth all of Cleveland’s civil-service 
work put together. He swooped down on 
those chaps like an eagle. Had the rest of the 
Administration had his sense of loyalty to 
the law and to the President’s orders, it 
would not have failen to the Democrats to 
carry away the honors of civil-service admin- 
istration.” 

„% General, what do you think of these Indi- 
ana contestants for the Vice-Presidency?”’ 

„% Indiana has made itself a nuisance and a 
stench around Democratic National conven- 
tions ever since I have known anything of 
politics or since that State became Democrat- 
ic. They are playing the old game of de- 
manding something for Indiana lest the Re- 
publicans carry her off. Now they are even 
threatening that this man Gray will defeat 
the Democratic ticket unless they nominate 
him. Under such a threat as that his nom- 
ination would be an insult to this convention.

He has had altogether too much to 
do with this convention, but it is perhaps 
reasonable taat he should interfere to pre- 
vent these hucksters in the Vice-Presidency 
coupling his name with some of their fa- 
vorits.”’ 

“Do you know Gen. Black of Illinois, who 
is seeking the Vice-Presidency here!“ 

“I do. He is one of the professional sol- 
diers, who is using the soldiers’ movement on 
all occasions for his own success and promo- 
tion, and such menI abhor. He is fussy and 
self-advertising and uses the Pension Office 
for an advertising bureau of his own great- 
ness. The whole Pension Office has been at 
work for some time pa& to make Black Vice- 
President. I am bound to say, however, 
that I see soldiers here who have been strong 
in the war and in tne arts of peace since the 
war who think that Biack is deserving of the 
Vice-Presidency, that he was a good enough 
soldier to have something to boast about, and 
that he has made a good Pension Commus-

Mr. Morrison is here, rather fattish, rather 
more thick-necked than formerly, less wiry 
and gaunt, and he does a good deal of con- 
ferring with fairly high ty bes of men.

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dance, though it is seldom that the poisonous 
varieties troubie one with their presence. 
The Indians have various theories as to the 
reason for the existence of the snakes that 
offend their sight. The theories all tend in 
one direction, however; that they are sent 
as a punishment to those who have of- 
fended the Great Spirit. Up the Missouri 
River a distance of forty miles, is a warm 
spring, back in the bluffs, which flows all the 
year, winter and summer. The water is 
agreeable to drink—in fact it is excellent, and 
is a great deal softer than a great deal of that 
which awaits the thirsty traveler in this re- 
gion. The fact that it is warm serves as an 
attraction to reptiles, who in the fall of the 
year hie themselves thither to spend the win- 
ter. Of course the chance traveler cannot 
see them when the thermometer is below 
zero, curled up in their hibernating 
condition, but as they can be seen An 
the fall and spring, going in behind 
the waters and coming out therefrom, there 
is no doubt in the minds of white or red men 
as to their business there. The Indians call 
it the snake house, and they all avoid it as 
though it was the entrance to the infernal 
regions. They regard the water as being 
tainted, and it matters not how thirsty they 
may be they never taste it. They look upon 
the spring as a storehouse belonging to the 
Great Spirit, in-which he keeps the reptiles 
that are grown for the purpose of terrifying 
and chastening his erring children. An aged 
Indian was laying down to me with consider- 
abie eloquence a short time ago the thearies 
which he and his tribe believed as to the 
snakes, and I asked him why, if he regarded 
the reptile as being a dispensation from the 
Great Spirit, they were nou around the whole 
year in this locality attending to business. 

“Does not the red man need trials and 
chastenings as much in the winter time as in 
the summer!“ ] asked. A grunt, which meant 
an affirmative answer, was forthcoming in 
response, 

„Then why did he not make a snake that 
would be able to stand the winter, so that he 
might be on hand to punish you then for your 
winter misdoings?”’ 

“Ugh!” said the Indian. Great Spirit 
two kinds snakes. Gives spotted ones rest 
half-year. Frost and snow winter snake 
enough. Great Spirit leave to frost and 
snow job punishing wicked during winter 
time. They take dare.“ 

There is sometbing in all this. The red 
man has but a slim chance to enjoy himself 
during the winter season. He has no fur- 
nace-warmed residence, and the torture that 
he undergoes when the thermometer is 
down low must be a great deal worse than 
the presence of a good many snakes. He re- 
gards it as such, and thinks he is entitled to 
the luxury of a few peccadilloes,. seeing that 
he has to pay for them so dearly. But the 
nineteenth century Indian is of the opinion 
that he has fallen on days. 
He sees reptiles that are small in 
size, whose duty itis to keep him in order; 
but the reptalian punishments that his fa- 
thers had to undergo were, to his mind, far 
more terrible than any he has to submit to 
now. He takes me to the probable abode of 
a huge reptile that wormed for himself a 
house out of solid rock in this vicinity—a 
hole possessing in its windings a snake-like 
character eighty feet long, ending in a cul 
de sac about ten feet square. This peculiar 
underground passage, into Which an Indian 
took me on my hands and knees a short time 
ago, is the reputed abode of a monster of tne 
snake tribe, who used to wander 
around in this region, intent on Kkeep- 
ing in order the wicked Indians, with 
an eternal commission from the Great Spirit 
to do what he deemed necessary in the good 
work. My guide shuddered as he preceaed 
me towards the end of the hole. Strange to 
say the passage was larger in the middle 
than at each end. When we had got about 
forty feet into the rock I could nearly stretch 
my five feet nine inches of anatomy up 
straight, but pretty soon I had to stoop again, 
and then go on my hands and knees. Butthe 
cabin-like hole at the end of the passage 
would indicate that its lengthy inhabitant 
was possessed with a large head or that he 
desired to have it where there would be lit- 
tle danger of suffocation. My Indian guide 
proved to me to his own satisfaction that his 
forefathers were much more wicked than 
were the Indians of today, for it was neces- 
sary that they should havea huge snake to 
keep them in order. I suggested to him that 
perhaps one huge reptile was not more 
powerful and. annoying than a number of 
little ones, but it was impossible to get him 
to grasp the idea, or to consent to the wis- 
dom of the theory. He claimed, too, that 
this particular viper was the parent of all 
vipers, and that he was the original sea ser- 
pent, distancing in size and awfulness all 
sea serpents that ever existed since.

A New Link Formed by the Santa Fe 
Bridge at Fort Madison. 

Fort Manpison, Ia, June 4.—[Special.]— 
The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad 
Company’s new steel, stone, and iron bridge 
over the Mississippi River at this point nas 
been completed. 
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THE SANTA FE ROAD’S NEW BRIDGE. 

The structure was commenced March 7, 
1887, and Dec. 7 the first railroad train 
crossed. The work was directed by Octave 
Chanute, Chief Bridge Engineer, with W. 
W. Curtis assistant. A feature of the bridge 
is its massiveness. The structure consists of 
eight stone piers, two abutments, eight steel 
and iron spans, and trestle-work ap ches 
on either side. The bridge is d ed to 
permit the crossing of railway trains, vehi- 
cles,-horses, and footmen. It is built low 
seventeen feet and six inches above high- 
water mark—and is provided with a draw 
400 feet in length, which when swung leaves 
a clear space of 177 feet for the of 
steamers on either side. A distance of 250 
feet is left between the piers for the 
of large lumber rafts. The distance from 
abutment to abutment is 1,925 feet. The Lili- 
nois trestle approach is 1,314 and the Iowa 
approach 850 feet. The width of the railway 
space, which ies the centre of the 
bridge, is sixteen feet. The roadways are 
suspended upon heavy brackats and are nine 
and one-half feet in width. A heavy shutter 
divides one from the other. The weight of 
the superstructure is 5,289,971 pounds. 

In the building of the piers, which work 
was done by Sooy Smith & Go., ordinary cribs 
were used in all but two, for which pneu-

© The bridge cost nearly $700,000. For sev- 

eral months the structure has been in use, 
but 1t remained for the Kansas City & Chi- 
cago extension of the Santa Fe to get into 
good opera order before the formal 
opening was celebrated.

THE DAY IN MILWAUKEE. 


A Drunken German Murders a Man in 
Cold Blood. 

Mriwavxee, WIs., June 4.—[Special. ]—Peo- 
ple passing along Fond du Lac avenue about 
4 o’clock this afternoon were horrified to see 
aman fall dead on the sidewalk with au- 
other man standing over him with a bloody 
‘knife in his hand. It was a most cold-blooded 
murder, Adam Schaeffer instantly killing 
August Kurzwernhart. The latter was em- 
ployed as a livery hand in a Fond du Lac 
avenue stable. Schaeffer came into the 
stable while under the influence of liquor 
and Kurzwernhart ordered him out. A few 
minutes later as Kurzwernhart was crossing 
the street from the stable he was approached 
by Schaeffer, who drew a large pocket-knife 
and stabbed him in the breast, killing him 
instantly. Schaeffer was soon surrounded 


attempt to escape and was shortly afterwards 
arrested. Kurzwernhart was a single man 
about 23 years of age, and had been but a 
few years in this country. Schaeffer is about 
85 years of age and has a wife and family. 
He lived only two blocks from the scene of 
the murder and was well known in the 
northwestern part of the city. Up to ashort 
time ago he was proprietor of a large bakery, 
and bad always been considered a peaceable 
man. Many of his friends said they had 
never known him to be drunk before, 
and no one could credit the first reports that 
he had killed a man. There could have been 
no other cause for the murder than that 
Kurzwernhart had offended him by ordering 
him out of the stable, as the two men had 
never met before.

MATSON MAKING TROUBLE

He 
brought it in simply because he hoped it 
would gain him the soldiers’ vote of Indiana 
this fall. Matson rejected the bill advocated 
by the Grand Army Committee and as soon 
as his bill was reported without adequate 
consideration by the Pension Committee the 
Republicans saw that his real scheme was to 
use the bill for political effect. They deter- 
mined to take a hand in the game themselves, 
and have been giving Matson and the 
Democratic party in the House a 
good deal of trouble about it ever 
since. Speaker Carlisle has declined 
to call a meeting of the Committee on 
Rules to fix the dates when certain com- 
mitteés shall have the right of way, for fear 
the Republicans would offer amendments 
providing for the consideration of pension 
bills and forced Matson to show his hand. 
Today McMillin of Tennessee, who was in 
the chair, tried to have the day for commit- 
tees set without action of the Committee on 
Rules. It was suspension-day, and Mr. Mills 
was recognized to make the motion, which 
could not be amended. The Republicans 
would not allow themselves to be caught that 
way. They wanted to know whether any- 
one would be recognized to move for the fix- 
ing of a day for considering pension bills; 
but coulda get no satisfaction from the chair. 
They therefore decided that no business 
should be done, and forced the Democrats to 
adjourn the House. Matson is biamed by his 
party associates for getting the party into an 
embarrassing situation, and is being vigor- 
ously cursed by them. 


Tom Reed and Ben Butterworth gave some 
experience today on the changes that have 
been rung on their names by punning ora- 
tors.

James McManes is of the belief 
that Judge Gresham leads in the race 
at this time and would not de 
at all surprised to see the Indiana 
man made the nominee. His friends 
in the delegation hold the same view. Un-

THE DROWNING OF JOHN JOYCE. 
The Coroner’s Jury Recommends that Life- 
Saving Appliances Be Kept at Hand. 

Some rather singular facts were elicited 
yesterday at the inquest held on the body of 
the young man John Joyce, who was drowned 
Sunday in the artificial lake at Garfield Park. 
Though there are ninety-eight boats on the 
minature lake there is no sign of life-saving 
apparatus, and nothing to prevent a dire 
calamity in case a boat-load ot young chil- 
dren were to upset. George W. Spencer, a 
janitor, living at No. 120 Madison street, saw 
the accident, and tola the Coroner’s jury the 
deceased was in the water fully fifteen min- 
utes before any effort was made to rescue 
him. The park police did nothing even then, 
and the young man Marshall dived for and 
raised the body. Doctors were summoned 
and worked unavailingly for, nearly four 
hours in an effort to resuscitate 
man. A crowd gathered about the group 

d the k police were unable to keep them 
pack: Had there been any life-saying appli- 
ances, Mr. Spencer said, the life of young 
Joyce could save been saved. The jury 
found averdict of accidental drowning and 
recommended that the park authorities pro- 
cure and furnish suitable appliances for 
saving lives in case of the recurrence of such 
accidents. : 

The park policemen are careful to obe 
orders under all circumstances. If a well- 
known clergyman reclines under a tree with 
his head in his wife’s lapthe zealous police- 
man stirs them up and moves themon. Ifa 
man falis into the water and calis for help 
the policeman does not hear—there is no 
order directing him to save people from 
drowning.” 

This and similar expressions were made 
yesterday by persons who had read the ac- 
counts of the drowning of John Joyce in Gar- 
field Park Sunday. Someof them the Park 
Commissioners heard, and they exacted more 
complete reports from the Superintendent 
and the officers at the park. Such official re- 
ports do not differ materially from that pub- 
lished in Tue TRIBUNE yesterday. 

President C. C. Kohisaat of the West Park 
Board deprecated that a man should have 
been drowned, but did not see how, under 
the circumstances, the thing could have been 
avoided. 

Are there no appliances to aid in the res- 
cue and resuscitation of people who are up- 
set from boats in tne parks!“ 

„O, ves; there is a boat fitted out with 
grappling hooks and ropes, but I am unable 
to say whether it was available in this in- 
stance.”’ 

„% Why should it not be available!“ 

„Well, tne boat and the officer in charge 
would probably be near the landing, where 
the water is deepest and the boats the thick- 
est. This accident occurred clear at the east 
end of the lake, fully a auarter of a mile 
from the landing. Had the officer been in- 
formed instantly the man wouid have had 
ume to drown before he could reach him.“ 

“Are the officers instructed how to pro- 
ceed to resuscitate persons who have been 
several minutes under water!“ 

“They have no special education on the 
subject. In such a crowd as will almost in- 
variably be on the scene of an accident like 
this within a minute or two there is always 
some one who understands what to do.” 

It is suggested that a boat supplied with 
proper appliances be kept on @ Wagon or cart 
ely te be run by hand to any part of the

of frauds upon the elective franchise and of 
corruptions in office which have ne un- 
punished would exhibit a superiicial ac- 
quaintance with the character of our people 
and their institutions. 

It must oe remembered that wars are 
great moral convulsions which, like those of 
the physical world, produce important 
changes in society and politics, although 
they do not necessarily impair their organic 
structure. Our civil war extended over a 
period of more than four years, the sober 
and mechanical pursuits of peace were 
abandoned for an adventurous and irregular 
mode of life, while the necessary inflation 
of our currency served to stimulate all forms 
of speculation and gambling. At such a 
time and under such circumstances the pop- 
ular conscience naturally becomes more or 
less depraved. But a people whose modera- 
tion and self-control are such as were ex- 
hibited by the loyal and liberty-loving masses 
of our land will not allow their institutions 
to perish from these pacer functional disor- 

It is not true that the politivians oP 
country are never below the average moraii- 
ty of their time. While absorbed in their va- 

ous vocations and enterprises the people 
are ordinarily too indifferent about the pub- 
lic good; they are prone to surrender their 
ju ent and conscience to the leaders of 
their party. The honest and industrious ele- 
ments of society are patient and long suffer- 
ing; the demagogs may and do abuse their 
confidence, but they have almost instinctive 
sense of the approach of real danger, and, 
when the crisis comes, they will surely as- 
sert themselves as they did in 1861. 

The history of Great Britain, where we had 
many friends us well as enemies during the 
war, is instructive. land has had her 
seasons of corruption, and, if her historians 
are to be trusted, there have been times 
when public and private morality had sunk 
so low that nearly every Man was . 
to have his price. But this state of things 
was abnormal, and when the specific causes 
to which it was due were removed England 
tere ** regained her original condition of 
h ‘ 


NATIONAL MORALITY, 

While there is thus some encouragement 
to be derived from a study of this epoch of 
English history, it is névertheless true - that 
the decay of public virtue is almost always 
the sure precursor of national ruin. The de- 
terioration in national morality, although ob- 
scure and almost imperceptible at the outset, 
is uncontrollable in its latter stages, and is 
fatalin the end. Vices are readily initiated 
under any circumstances, but they are more 
alluring when tricked out with the insignia 
of authority. In this guise they often es- 
cape the recognition and censure of good 
and wise men, who condemn them in the 
abstract, but are blinded by the glamour 
of, their surroundings. Incompetency and 
malversation in office, and bribery and fraud 
at the polis, will never be abolished until the 
honest and intelligent men of the country, 
who already see and. deprecate them, seri- 
ously undertake their reformation in the 
mage ee 4 that is practicable and effective in 
a vernment e ours, aud that is, aot 
merely writing and declaiming about them, 
but by their votes, their active personal efforts, 
and the exertion of their legitimate influence 
upon others. Where the people rule, the 
responsibility for the public welfare rests 
upon all alike, and a neglect of the primaries 
and the polls is a failure to disch the 
most important duties of citizenship. By the 
negiect of these duties political management is 
relinquished to unworthy men, and misgov- 
ernment is a natural result. Too many of 
those who are the most interested in good 
government refuse to actively W or 
interest themselves in public rs. Bei 
indiffereut to their own political responsibili- 
ties, they are prone to make unfavorable 
contrasts between our iustitutions and those 
that are less popular in their character. 
Some of them do not hesitate to declare their 
lack of faith in the capacity of the people 

vern themselves; the feel, or

affect to feel, that it is not quite respecta- 


ble to have anything to do with politivs; 
and many seem to think it unbecoming for a 
gentlemun of property and intelligence to 
vote. Misgivin Uke these belong to the 
past; they are remnants of a time when 
the people were not recognized as the source 
ot authority, but were ruled by divine 
right.” We have emerged from the shadow 
of that time into the broader day of this 
century, and there is no place among us for 
these medieval traditions. The spirit of 
popular sovereignty is so inwrought with our 
civilization as to make their separation im- 
possible without mutual injury.

iting by the lessons of the past, to promote 
the moral and intellectual advancement of 
society and to cherish freedom; to invigorate 
the State with the healthful force of the Na- 
tionalwill; . . . to exalt public morality, 
and to root out corruption. he ideal of a 
free State in modern times is that which de- 
velops the sound principle of democracy 
without its evils; which weilds its potent 
forces and parries its acknowledged dan-

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OLD TECUMSEH RELATES SOME IN- 
TERESTING REMINISCENCES. 


How the Boys of the Eighth Missouri Got 
Away with Capt. Lammond's Chickens— 
The Great-General Discharged by His 
Body-Servant—Some Speculations as to 
Future Wars—The Libelous Stories Told 
of Graut at Shiloh. 


Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: I remem- 


ber,“ said the General, lighting a cigar, “an | 


incident on the march to the sea that has 
caused me more thought and wonderment 
than the plan of many an important action. 
It was a devilishly funny thing, and I never 
knew the explanation of it until last winter 
when I was at the reunion of the Army of 
the Cumberland. During all the years after 
the war this incident would recur to me with 
damnable persistency. It wouldn’t down, 
and it finaily became so that I made a special 
effort to find out the true facts. What was 
it all about? Well [smiling grimly], it was 
all about the theft of a half-dozen young 
spring chickens. We were on the march 
from Atlanta to the sea. The country this 
day was absolutely barren. There was little 
grub to be had, and it took some of the most 
expert foragersin the army to get a decent 
breakfast. 

“The Eighth Missouri was with me on the 
march. The regiment was known through 
all thearmy as being the damnedest foragers. 
There wasn’t a thing to eat that they 
couldn't and wouldn’t steal. There was 
no trying to get ahead of them. Capt. Lam- 
mond was in the regiment. He was a young 
tellow, ana lost no opportunity of saying 
harsh things about the thievish propensities 
of the boys of the Eighth Missouri. Weil, 
the boys didn’t like that, and they tried to 
get even with Lammond every opportunity 
that presented itself. They stole his saddle- 
blankets, his canteens, his rations, every- 
thing in fact they could lay handson. They 
were brave men, allof them, and the best 
fighters inthe army. They liked me, and 
would never steal from me. I never lost a 
saddle-blanket at their hands, ‘ney didn’t 
like Lammond, though. 

„Well, I'm getting away from my story,“ 
said the General, shifting his cigar to the side 
of his mouth. We were,“ he said, ‘‘ marching 
through aterrible country one day. There 
was absolutely nothing to be had to eat. We 


pitched headquarter tents for the night in a 


farmyard. About dusk Lammond started off 
on his horse to hunt for forage, and in about 
an hour he returned with a half dozen fine 
young spring chickens, 
these for breakfast,’ the Captain said, ex- 
ultingly. ‘Yes, you will,’ said I, ‘if those 
damned Eighth Missouri men don’t steal ’em 
tonicht.“ Never fear,’ said the Captain, ‘Ill 
get ahead of them thistime.’ In the yard 
was one of those old-fashioned corn-cribs, 
made of spht logs. It was diamond-shaped, 
looking at it from the fore, and there was 


only one entrance to it, a narrow door left in 


the front. ‘Tne floor of the crib was raised 
about two feet from the ground, and even a 
hog couldn’t squeeze under. 

There were a staple and haspon the door, 
but no lock. mond swore he'd fix the 
boys of the Highth, and went and got the 
padlock off e headquarters chest—a box 
about the size of acanale-box. He put tne 
six chickens to roost in the crib, and tnen 
— the padlock on the door and locked it. 

here was only one key, so of course no one 
could open it, Guard No. 1 was told to keep 
his eye on the crib, and he marched up and 
down in front of it all night. In the morn- 
ing Lammond went out to get his chickens. 
He came back in a minute, his face red, bis 
eyes lurid, and, swearing, he cried, ‘By —, 
General, the chickens are gone.’ And 80 
they were. The guard swore no one was 
near the crib, the lock was all right, the door 
was tight, but those d—d chickens were 
stolen. How they got away worried me 
more than a good many bigger things. I 
never forgot it, and always tried to find out 
how the boys of the Eighth Missouri stole 
those chickens, for I knew they stole em. 

Last winter,” continued the General, 
with a laugh, “I finally solved the mystery 
of the spring chickens, Maj. Jack Heffernan 
of the Eighth Missouri, a gailant soldier, but 
aman who loved a joke always, was at the 
reunion of the Army of the Cumberland. I 
met him one day, and before he could say a 
word I said: ‘Jack, tell me how your boys 
stole Lammond’s chickens.’ Jack laughed 
and swore his boys didn’t steal ’em, but 1 
made him confess. He said: General, you 
know our boys didn’t like Lammond. ell. 
that night); when they heard he had those 
six fat young chickens in the corn-crib some 
of the boys swore they'd get em if they were 
shot for trying. After dark a couple of em 
went out in the woods and cut two long rails, 
which they backed to camp. One of them 
was then sent to the surgeon’s tent, and out 
of the chest he stole a wad of cotton and a 
phial of chioroform. Then the boys all stole 
quietly to the rearof the crib. The guard 
Was pacing to and fro in front of the crib, 
but they were so quiet he didn’t hear em. 

Two of the boys took the rails, and put- 
ting em under the back of the crib, which 
in the rear came within a foot of the ground, 
they pried it up softly, and made room 
enough for a slight drummer-boy to crawl 
under. The men held up the crib while the 
kid was beneath it. The drummer-boy put 
his cotton, soaked with chloroform, on the 
end of a twig, ready for use. Then he quiet- 
4 slipped aside some of the loose boards of 
the floor of the crib. In the dark he could 
see the shadowy outlines of the sleeping 
chickens on their roost. Without making a 
noise he waved the chloroform gently to and 
fro under them. One by one they dropped 
off without uttermg a squawk.

This wasn’t so in the late war, for there men 
had to be taught obedience, and their lesson 
was a bitter one sometimes. But as I was 
saying, the railway men will make a grand 
army.

This irregular- 
ity of fe, which ail railroad men know is a 
fact, more than anything else, will make 
them the best soldiers in the world, but 1

The Prohibition Tariff Plank. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—[Editor of The Tribune,]— 
Your editorial in today's issue on the tariff plank 
of the Prohibition platform moves me to ask 
you to make a correction and explanation. The 
clause which you quote and comment on relating 
to direct taxation was stricken out after debate 
at the time this plank was under consideration 
by the convention at the afternoon session, when 
the platform was adopted. 

The plank as adopted by an overwhelming vote 
read as follows: 

“5. That an adequate public revenue bein 
necessary it may properly be raised by impo 
duties, butimport duties should beso reduced 
that no surplus shall be accumulated in the 
Treasury, and that the burdens of taxation shall 
be removed from foods, clothing, and other com- 
forts and necessaries of life.“ 

The change that was made in this plank by the 
adoption of the motion made by a Pennsylvania 
delegate at the opening of the evening session 
was not understood by the majority of the con- 
vention. The motion was made when there was 
so much noise (owing to the fact that a: large 
number of the delegates were just arriving and 
getting their seats) that many did not hear it at 
all, Others paid littie attention to it after they 
understood the gentleman who made the motion 
to state on earner pg the presiding officer that 
he simply desired to have a correction made—oc- 
casioned by an evident oversight. And the 
delegate who moved for a reconsidera- 
tion immediately after the motion was 
Geclared adopted failed to inform the 
convention that he desired a reconsideration be- 
cause the motion adopted had really added some- 
thing to the platform. All were anxious to pro- 
deod to the business of the evening—that of se- 
lecting candidates—and to avoid anything that 
might open up a discussion, as that might prompt 
the convention from concluding its business that 
day. I think I am entirely safe in saying that 
(owing to the fact that all the delegates h not 
then arrived, and also because only a portion of 
those who were present understood what was 
really being done) a majority of the convention 
did not vote either way upon the original motion 
or the motion to reconsider.

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THE CONDITION OF NORTHWESTERN 
FREIGHT RATES. 


The Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City Re- 
duces the Through Rate to St. Paul— 
The Local Tariffs Not Altered—Efforts to 
Drive Chicago Out of the Texas Trade— 
The Boston Passenger TraMfic—Earnings 
and Expenses ofthe Burlington. 


All the Northwestern roads with the exception 
of the.Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City have thus 
far refused to take any notice of the reduction in 
rates made by the Burlington & Northern from 
Chicago to St. Paul. The Chicago, St. Paul & 


| Kansas City has formally notified Chairman 


Faithorn that it will meet the Burlington & 
Northern's rates to St, Paul, but not on business 
from intermediate points, It was expected that 
the other Northwestern roads would meet the 
action of the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City, 
but instead of doing that they advanced the 
rates to the basis of 60 cents first clase, 
Chicago to St. Paul, as agreed upon & 
week or two ago. Some of the roads appear 
to be disinclined to follow the example set by 
the Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City for fear that 
it may Jead them into serious conflict with the 
Inter-State law. They prefer to wait and see 
what effect the action of the Chicago, St. Paul & 
Kansas City will have. The reason rates were 
advanced by all other roads in face of the re- 
duction by the Burlington & Northern is, bo 
doubt, to prevent the Iowa Railroad Commission 
from making a sweeping reduction in Iowa rates. 
They prefer to let the Burlington & Northera 
and Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City take all the 
through traffic between Chicago & St. Paul 
rather than ruin their local rates in Iowa. The 
Iowa Railroad Commission has sixty days from 
the time of the passage of the new State 
aw to fix distance tariffs for the railroads 
in that State. The law also provides that the 
tariffs in effect May 10 should be the maximum 
rates, but that the commission if it finds 
those rates too high may fix lower ones. Yor 
the purpose of estabiishing high maximum rates 
the railroads advanced the tariffs May 10 and to 
make these rates plausible they advanced the 
rates between Chicago and St. Paul to the basis 
of 60 cents first-class. For the last few weeks 
the Iowa Rallroad Commissioners have held con- 
ferences with the various business interests in 
Iowa to find out what would constitute reason- 
able rates. Today they meet the representatives 
of the various roads to hear their side of the 
case. It would have spoiled their case had they 
taken any notioe of the Burlington & Northern's 
reduction in rates, and in order to be able to 
argue that their tariffs of May 10 are reasonable 
they put the advanced rates between Chicago 
and 91 Paul in effect yesterday. Therefore it 
depends upon the action of the Iowa Commis- 
sioners what course the railroads will pursue 
hereafter reread Northwestern rates. As 
soon as the Railroad Commissioners have fixed 
lowa distance tariffs the railroads will be ready 


to try conclusions with the Burlington & North- 


ern. 


More Discrimipation, 

An attempt is being made by the Texas Traffic 
Association (roads between St. Louis and Texas) 
to crowd Chicago roads outof Texas business. 
The St. Louis merchants who are behind this 
movement have prevailed upon Commissioner 
Waldo of the Texas Traffic Association to issue 
orders not to allow Chicago roads to make com- 
modity rates from Chicago to Texas based on the 
regular differentials from Chicago to the Missis- 
sippi River, added to the commodity rates in 
effect from St. Louis to Texas points. He de- 
mands of Chicago roads that they add the full 
local rates from Chicago to St. Louis to the full 
local rates from St. Louis to Texas. This 
would make the through rates from Chi- 
cago to Texas muc higher propor- 
tionately than the rates from St. Louis, 
and prevent Chicago merchants from competing 
with St. Louis merchants for Texas business. 
The principal instigator of this discrimination 
against Chicago is Jay Gould, who controls near- 
ly all the lines between St. Louis and Texas, 
and desires that they absorb Texas business, 
Chicago roads interested in Texas business do 
net propose to be forced out of it, and unless 
Gould’s man Friday (Commissioner Waldo) 
his tactics he may find the tables turned, 

Several Chicago roads are able to reach Texas 
without using Gould’s Texas Traffic Association 
lines. A meet of Chicago lines interested in 
— traffic will be held ln this eity in a few 

ays. 


Not Entitled to a Differential. 

The General Passenger Agents of the roads 
running east from Chicago interested in the Bos- 
ton passenger traffic held a meeting yesterday to 
consider the demand of the Chicago & Grand 
Trunk for the abrogation of the differential of 
$1.50 below the Chicago & Grand Trunk’s rate 
now being enjoyed by the Niagara Falls Short 
Line (Wabash Western).
